To fay nothing of their ſeemingly 
zealous concurring in His Majeſty's being proclaimed King, they have 
frequently in the moſt ſolemn Manner, abjured the Pretender, whom they 
now appear for, and have {worn Allegiance to His preſent Majeſty, and 
' likewiſe bound themſelves. by repeated Oaths to maintain the Proteſtant 
Succeſſion in His Family. They were alſo moſt active in all the late 
Meaſures for ruining the Reformation, endangering the Liberties of 
Europe, weakning the Proteſtant Succeſſion, and laying us in this Church,
